Wallace M. Ripley, secretary of 
the Chamber of Commerce, was at 
his desk Wednesday morning fo!- 
lowing a ten-day visit in Los An- 
geles during which he was in charge 


of the county’s exhibit at the seventh 


annual Outing Show, sponsored by 
the Automobile Club of Southern 
California. 

El Dorado County participated in 
the event, held in the patio and 
courtyard of the auto club head- 
| quarters, in co-operation with the 
Sacramento Chamber of Commerce 
and the Lake Tahoe Sierra Associa- 
tion. The cost to the county was 
$175. 

Mr. Ripley reports total attend- 
ance at the show for the six days 
was 350,000 and that the first day’s 
| attendance was 47,000 while on the 
| last day of the show there was an 
eee of 80,000. 


The single exhibit space through 
which the three agencies named 
participated in the show distributed 
a total of 28,000 pieces of literature 
of which seven thousand were abcut 
El Dorado County. 


(Mr. Ripley reports that on the 
basis of his observation during the 
show, the Los Angeles area is a 
fertile field for activities intended 
to acquaint the traveling public of 
area with the recreation and his- 
toric attractions of Lake Tahoe and 
the Mother Lode.

PHILADELPHIA, ([P—U. S. Sen- 
ator Joseph F. Guffey, staking his 
political life on unswerving sup- 
port of the new deal, won demo- 
cratic re-nomination in Tuesday’s 
Pennsylvania primary, 
day showed. 

He beat down a two year chal- 
lenge of his state leadership to de- 
feat the organization-backed candi- 
date, Walter A. Jones, Pittsburgh 
indepenudent oil operator. Demo- 
cratic state chairman David Law- 
rence campaigned actively against 
Guffey. William N. McNair, former 
Pittsburgh mayor, ran far behind. 
Returns tabulated for 6,733 of the 
'state’s 8108 precincts gave: Guffey, 
332,170; Jones 250,792; McNair, 39,- 
336. 

President Roosevelt, the only can- 
didate on eith rapre. netaoinshrd 
didate on either party ballot for 
presidential preference, polled 333,- 
823. votes in 4134 precincts. Gov. 
Arthur H. James, “favorite son” 
candidate for the Republican pres- 
idential nomination, had 162,398 
votes for delegate at large in the 
same precincts.

Anxious to assist in securing an 
enumeration for E] Dorado County 
which is as near complete as pos- 
sible, the Chamber of Commerce 
has voluntarily established itself as 
a headquarters for receiving reports 
from those whose “noses” were not 
counted. 


“While we have no understanding 
with the census supervisor at Rose- 
ville,” said Wallace M. Ripley, sec- 
retary of the chamber, “I have no- 
ticed that an appeal is being made 
from the Northern California head- 
quarters at Sacramento that resi- 
dents who have been missed in the 
census should communicate with the 
nearest census office. 


“The census office nearest Pla- 
cerville is at Roseville and so. to 
save cur residents the need for re- 
porting there individually, we offer 
to accept their messages and re- 
port them as a group to the cen- 
sus supervisor.

LONDON, (lP'—A war office com- 
munique today said that Allied 
forces had fought a “sharp” battle 
with German troops north of the 
Norwegian port of Trondheim and 
had “succeeded in re-establishing 
the situation.”” The phrase “re-es- 
tablishing the situation” was not 
explained.

German and Allied air fleets 
fought with increasing power in 
Scandinavia today in an effort to 
turn the tide of two major battles 
for domination of Norway. 

But the outcome of these land op- 
erations appeared to depend on the 
results of a tremendous battle--be- 
ing fought in the air, and on the 
ability of the Allied forces to estab- 
lish air bases rapidly in Norway. 
So far, the British have not been 
able to set up a base from which 
their swift fighting craft could op- 
erate and therefore have been open 
to constant attack by the German 
bombing fleets.

'203 Killed In 


Dance Fire 


40 Others Badly Hurt 
As Flames Destroy 
Negro Social Club 


NATCHEZ, Miss., (UP—Authori- 
ties counted 203 known dead today 
in a fire that swept through the 
Rhythm Club, Negro dance hall, 
last night and said that some of 
the 40 who were seriously injured 
probably would die. 

Coroner R. E Smith said that 
many of the Negro patrons of the 
dance hall, which at one time had 
been a Negro church, came from 
Louisiana and it would be days be- 
fore they could be identified. 

“We will just line the bodies up 
and let their relatives pick them 
out,” he said. 

Ten members of the Walter 
Barnes Orchestra, a 12 piece Negro 
band from Chicago ‘were burned to 
death the coroner said. 

The nature of the tragedy to 
this city’s 8000 Negroes, who com- 
prise 60 per cent of the population, 
would be comparable to a disaster 
in a white c6mmunity in which its 
leaders were decimated. Among the 
dead were a large number of Na- 
chez’ comparatively few educated 
Negroes — physicians, lawyers, so- 
cial workers, teachers—the leaders 
of the Negro community.

escaped the German air attacks. 
The prime objective of the Nazis is 
to break the Allied backbone by de- 
struction of British naval. power 
and in Berlin there have been many 
recent claims that great progress 
has been made in that direction. 
The official German news agency 
today said that 61 units of the Al- 
lied fleet had been put out of com- 
mission since the Norwegian war- 
fare started. 


These claims are partly denied 
in London and are regarded by 
neutrals as exaggerated but, in any 
event, the power of Marshall Her- 
mann Goering’s great air armada 
is now being tested and the newly 
built British aerial force is facing 
its most difficult task. 


The British bombing fleets can 
make the round trip from England 
to Norway, Denmark and Ger-
